Sm,-~Sir Fredscick Abel, the Secretary 
of the Imperial Institute, hes shown me 
a copy af a letter which was addressed 
to your Exeuilenoy by hin ‘on the 6th Feb- 
ruary Lut, No. §8), and of the printed 
matter, phot ouraphs, &. which acoompani+ 
cd It, giving fall. information respcoting 
the nature of the space in the Imperial In- 
stithte Buildings proliminarily ‘allotted for 
tho reveption end display of specimens of 
the produce of Hongkong. 


In view of it being udderstoad that Hor 
Majesty The Queen, who Isid the Founda: 
tiow-Stone in 1887, will formally. open ths 
Imperial Lostitate in May or June next, I 
taky the opportunity of urging upon your 
Excvlloney. the importance ot immediate 
action in order to secure a represontation 
of the resources of the Colony at the time 
mentioned.
